IThe ending date for service in Russia by a person serving with the United State military forces during World War | differs from the ending date for all service during that war in all other arenas.

'Pursuant to §12-86, twelve o'clock midnight on December 31, 1947 is the World War Il termination date for purposes of granting a property tax exemption.

A person must have served in a combat or combat support role for the duration of a period of war lasting less than 90 days (i.e., the Invasions of Grenada and Panama) in order to qualify for a
property tax exemption. A person must also have served in a combat or combat support role in Lebanon during the specified dates, in order to qualify for an exemption. An Armed Forces
Expeditionary Medal is awarded to such individuals. Prior to June 8, 2009, the dates for service in Operation Earnest Will were February 1, 1987 to July 23, 1987; a person who established
exemption eligibility on or before September 30, 2008 due to serving during those dates for an exemption on or before October 1, 2008 must have received An Armed Forces Expeditionary
Medal.

')Although referred to as the Persian Gulf War, service in the Persian Gulf is not required, nor is service in a combat or combat support role.
